We would like to present, as briefly as possible, another objection 
to the proposed Mobile Home Park location with reference to traffic 
conditions at the junction of State Road #I and the proposed Baer Field 
Thruway.Since I did not receive a notice of this meeting until the 
evening of May I3 I have not had sufficient time to obtain any data on 
any traffic survey that may have been made. However, since I live on 
State Road #I and very close to the proposed Thruway I am well aware of 
heavy traffic as it is now. 


For some time I have been trying to learn if there is to be an over- 
pass at the intersection of State Road #I and the Bhruway. A member of the 
Chamer of Commerce Good Roads Committee advises me that even they do not 
have the answer to this. The latest rumor has it that the Thruway will 
only be a preferential hi-way. If this is true and if it is also true 
that the traffic from State Road #3 is routed over the Thruway then there 
is sure to be a traffic problem at the intersection, particularly during 
certain hours of the day.

I am sure that most of the occupants will be working people who will need 
to enter either the Thruway or State Road #I at about the same time in the 
morning and exit from the same hiway at about the same time in the evening.
